Enforcement 

The responsibilities and pow- 
ers of national forest service 
personnel in the field of law en- 
forcement on federal-lands were 
discussed 'at a meeting 'of 32 
Sawtooth National Forest offic- 
ers from the eight nrea ranger 
districts Wednesday nt the Ida- 
ho Power Auditorium. 

The officers and members of 
the regional forester's staff in 
Ogden, Utah, arc participating 
in a three-day law enforcement 
training conference headed by 
Fred W. Prussing, chief Forest 
Service law enforcement officer, 
region A. 

Mr. Prussing has served in 
numerous assignments as a for- 
est officer, including district for- 
est ranger, and is a recent grad- 
uate of the Federal Bureau of 
Investi gation Law Enforcement 
Academy. 

"On national forest lands, for- 
est officers are responsible for 
administering and enforcing fed- 
eral lows and rcmilations," Max 
Rees, Sawtooth Forest supervis- 
or explained. 

"They often cooperate with 
state andlocnl authorities in the 
enforcement of state law. par- 
ticularly those relating to fire, 
and fish and game. 

"Each employe participating 
In the training recently complet- 
ed a self-study course- in law 
enforcement and trespass Inves- 
tigation. The thrce-efny course 
provides opportunity for partici- 
pants to further their proficien- 
cy and participate in discussions 
about law enforcement prob- 
lems."

— who'll be replacing Peace 
Corps staff personnel overseas 
In the next six months at sala- 
ries up to $23,000 a year. 

One or the reasons they're 
changing Jobs is Margaret M. 
Conroy, an attractive 30-ycar- 
old former New Yorker Who 
has been the Peace Corps' chief 
talent scout since Dec. 6. 

"Things have really been heo 
tic during these past few 
months," she said- In an Inter- 
view. "We've received 1,500 ap 
plications for Jobs from people 
around the country. And we 
have about 4,000 appllcatk 
J from returning volunteers." 

Miss Conroy. whose official 
title Is director of the Peace 
Corps talent search, heads a 
staff of 11, Including 4 Inter- 
viewers.- 

Their Job: Recruit people with 
the ability to administer. Peace 
Corps programs. .

If the camping program is 
maintained at a top level, the whole 
movement operates at the top level, and 
the entire nrea benefits from scouting. 

If the inevitable honde of well-meaning 
people who will be clucking their tongues 
over dinner and coffee cups about the 
golf cdurse vandalism during the next 
lew days really want to help youngsters 
today, they might givo some thought to 
supporting the Scout Camp Development 
Fund.

THE TREATY RATIFIED 

Ratification of the consular treaty with the 
Soviet Union represents a modest victory for 
common sense. Though the event is not 
as earth-shaking ns tho die-hard opponents of 
the treaty made It seem, the time may come 
wfidrl this vote will be regarded as something 
-* a landmark. 

Habits change slowly, fixed ideas arc difficult 

1 give up; and for 20 years the American nub- 
lic-has-bccn-cortdiiroricd -fort hoi n i c 1 1 cctua I - h a b- 
its of a cold war psychology based upon Implac- 
able hostility to, and fear of, the Soviet Union. 
The conditions that might have Justified -this 
attitude have long since changed. Yet every 
step toward normalization of relations between 
two grown-up nations which must perforce live 
In the same world has encountered bitter re- 
sistance. Only two years ago an effort to ob- 
tain ratification of tho treaty, which was signed 
in 19G4, had to be laid aside.. So perhaps this 
year's success may mark some sort of water- 
shed In the development of public attitudes to- 
ward Communism and the Soviets, 

The treaty itself Is not going to make all that 
much difference In our. relations with the Rui 
sains. It docs no more than establish machinery 
for the normal development or limited consular 
representation in each country, with complete 
reciprocity. The extremists of the far right, who 
cling to cold war attitudes with a desperation 
that is marvelous to behold, mounted a furious 
mall campaign which a few years ago probably 
would* have frightened off enough. Senators to 
defeat the treaty. Senators who refused to be 
seared deserve credit, if only for recognizing 
what a small segment-ol American opinion the 
right-wing extremists really represent. — SL 
Louis Post-Dispatch. . -

WASHINGTON (NEA)— When 
talk runs to the prospect of ne- 
gotiation over the wor In Viet- 
nam, many of the people who 
urgo including the Vict Ceng-' 
National Liberation Front mus- 
ter an imposing array of myths 
to support their notion that the 
NLF Is broadly representative 
of rebellious South Vietnamese. 

Soma who urge this course 
have actually created and help- 
ed mightily to foster major mis- 
conceptions about the NLF. 

Here are o few, but only a 
few, of the key myths which 
arc regularly employed to buck 
up the argument thai the NLF 
should be treated as the auihen- 
tIC"V0ICc OfTrargcnous^sTjulricTn 
rebels: 



Non • Communists or southern 
origin bulk heavily In NLF' top 
councils.

The southern rebels in ■ the 
NLF arc tougher In their opposi- 
tion to tho Saigon government 
than arc their North Vietnamese 
friends, If these latter should 
try to-scttlc the war In negol" 
lions with. the United States, the 
southern Viet Cong-NLF might 
very likely fight hard on their 
own. 

This. Is possible because the 
NLF basically Is-a spontaneous 
but orgoniicd expression -of the 
political, economic arid social 
grievances the Insurgent south- 
ern Vietnamese have built up 
against Saigon. 

According to DouRlas Pike, 
former USIA official wbo.spci 
six years in Vietnam studying 
the NLF (mostly through Its 
own or Hanoi's documents, cap- 
tured- or otherwise available), 
ihc_Fronl's "independence" Is 
pure fiction. 

In his book.^yict-Cors,"'hc 
cites a mcmo'randum of Hanoi's 
Lio Dong (Communist) party

Many other documents Indi- 
cate that Lao Dong leaders 
wished the new organiiation to

The late Bernard Fall, the 
scholar now so often cited by 
critics of U.S. policy. In fact

IT the NLF were truly repre- 
sentative of the south, truly a 
vehicle lor the nnll-Saigon gricv. 
nnccs ot *ihe rebels, one would 
expect to find its membership 
at peak level when opposition 
to the controversial, regime of 
the late Premier Diem was at 
its greatest and most vocal, 

Pike's researches show, how- 
ever, that NLF membership hit 
a high of 300,000 In early J3G3, 
long before the crltica] period 
leading to DJcm's fall, and never 
rose above that figure. And the 
NLF took no real part in thi " 
critical stirring.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Just 
two more states nnd'thcre will 
be a mishmash unlike anything 
in 1ED years. 

Thirty-two slate legislatures, 
just two-short Dm - required" two- 
thirds, have asked Congress to 
call jx constitutional convention 
on the one man-one vole deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court. 

This would bo the- first such 
cojwtniion since 1757 It those 
other two states acted and Con- 
gress agreed. There's doubt it 
would. For how Congress would 
aaree, or just getting to do it, is 
all a big fuzz now. 

In 19H the court held that dis- 
trict In' both houses of state 
legislatures must bc*"substan- 
tially" equal In population. Only 
a few states met that standard 
then. The courts have ordered 
the rest to get In line. 

Under the court's 'thinking 
rural ureas had long held:morc 
legislature scats than they were 
entitled to In proportion to the 
number held by the more dense- 
ly populated cities. This became 
known ns the one mnn-one vote 
decision. 

It encountered furious objec- 
tions which, although one state 
after' another has reapportioned 
Its legislature, haven t disap- 
peared. One of the most vocal 
objectors was, and is, Sen. Ev-' 
crott M. Dirkscn of Illinois. 

This leader of the Senate Re- 
publicans tried twice, in 13GS 
and I9GQ, to get the Senate to 
approve n constitutional amend- 
ment undoing the court'! ruling,

Doctor Says

Q - What is the disease that 
causes a shortage of white blood 
corpuscles? is it related to leu- 
kemia? 

A —'Leukopenia (a laboratory 
finding, not a disease) is a 
shortage of white blood colls. It 
is seen in typhoid, undutant fev- 
er, influenza, measles, German 
measles and malaria. Most oth- 
er infections cause an Increase 
In the white cell count. -Other 
causes of leukopenia - include 
anemia; poisoning with such 
chemicals as benzene, sulfa 
drugs, arsenic, gold salts and 
mustard gas; and overexposure 
to X rays and other forms ' 
radiation. 

Although In leukemia the 
white ceil count is usually great- 
ly Increased, In some persons 
with acute leukemia the white 
cell count may be low (aleuke- 
mic leukemia). In such cases 
the diagnosis, based on the pres- 
ence of abnormal white" ceiisf Is 
difficult unless other- symptoms 
of leukemia arc present. 

Q — What arc tne-symptoms 
of angina pectoris? Is it seri- 
ous? What. Is the "best trcat- 
/rfent? 

A — Angina pectoris Is caused 
by a narrowing or spasm of a 
coronary artery, (In 



heart attack often preceded by 
angina! attacks, there is a com- 
plete and permanent obstruction 
of a coronaryTirtcry.) The pain 
Is described as a feeling that the 
heart is being squeezed in a 
vise. The pain may also travel 
into the neck or run down the 
left arm. After the victim rests 
Tor a few minutes. It usually 
clears, up. It Is serious In that 
it is often a forerunner of a 
heart attack. Because the angin- 
al pains are so severe,. most vic- 
tims carry nitroglycerin tablets 
or n similar preparation with 
them at all times. The drug, 
when held under tho tongue, 
gives quick relief. 

Q — A year ago my right 
leg was amputated, but I still 
feel pain in that leg. Js there 
any cure for this? 

A — Although your leg Is 
gone, the nerves that carried 
sensations from your leg to your 
brain, although severed, arc" still 
with you. That accounts for your 
experiencing- these so - .'called 
phantom pains. In some persons 
these pains clear up- In a few 
mdnths and in others they may 
persist for years. There is no 
cure but most victims get re- 
lief with aspirin and hot or cold 
applications.

1. Congress by a two-thirds 
'otc or each house can. propose 
i constitutional amendment 
vhlch then must be approved by 
Ihrce-rourths or the states. All 
25 amendments have been add- 
ed that way. 

2. Or, two-thirds of the states . 
can ask Congress lo call a con- 
vention to proposo -amendments 
which also v.-ould-havc"to-bc ap-'— 
proved by three-fourths of the 
states, cither by their legisla- 
tures or by conventions In those 
states, with Congress deciding 
which ft should be. 

While Dirkscn and others 
have labored for Such state ac- 
tion, they have plenty of oppo- 
nents, Including Sen. William 
Proxmlre, " D-Wis„ who' an- 
nounced last week that 26 of the 
legislatures which havo 
asked for a convention were 
Illegally apportioned when they- - 
did the asking. In most cases 
since then, he said, tho courts 
have ordered them to reappor- 
tion themselves and "in most 
cases they, have.'.' — - ~ 

He said for Congress to heed 
the petitions of 25 Illegally ap- 
portioned legislatures would be 
like "permitting all .Democrats 
lo have two votes in a referen- 
dum to determine whether 
Democrats should have two 
votes." 

Here Proxmlre was offering 
ie reason for Congress to ig- 
nore the petitions. Confusion 
seems unlimited in other ques- 
tions and objections raised. 
Even if Congress tried to vote 
approval for a convention, 
fierce filibusters almost certain- 
ly would seek to block it. 

Time, one argument goes, has 
outdated some o[ the petitions 
because they were made by 
some state legislatures no long- 
er In existence and were ad- 
dressed to the 83th Congress. 
It's the 90th doing business now. - 
_And...ir. the. .convention .were... 
called, would It be limited to the 
one man-one vote problem, or 
could it consider any kind of 
amendment? If the latter, then 
the convention might become a 
nightmare. And how would such 
a convention be organized? How - 
many delegates would each 
state have? Congress would 
have to decide.

chasing by huskies and German 
shepherds, two breeds so ably 
.equipped with the - speed and 
strength needed to bring down 
deer, " » 

Smaller breeds of lap dogs 
are often sighted with the pack, 
too small to bring down a deer, 
but more than willing to chew 
around on the helpless animals 
once tbey flounder. 

The packs, as cunning as they 
are strong and swift, run the 
deer down from the slopes Into 
the deep snow-clogged valleys, 
In the deeper snow the dogs 
arc able to run lightly on lop 
of the crust, while the deer, 
heavy enough to break through 
into the sometimes three-foot 
drifts, must lunge to move 
away. The outcome of the race 
is easily predicted. 

Sometimes the deer will die 
of exhaustion from trying to es- 
cape, and other times they will 
bleed to death from wounds In- 
flicted by the fangs of the dogs. 

So strong Is the pack and so 
easy Is it for them to kill, that 
in reccne weeks the wild pack 
In Lake Creek Canyon brought 
down and partially ate a bull 
elk weighing an estimated 800 
pounds. 

The elk, for the most part 
more intelligent and stronger 
than the deer, have escaped' 
much of the destruction by the 
dogs. Besides the bull elk, a cow 
and c;ilf elk have been killed 
recently. The deer, which will 
stnnd and stare nt the approach 
of a doj:, arc. killed in greater 
numbers. 

How have the townspeople re- 
acted to the slaughter? 

Up until recent weeks, most 
villagers have refused to accept 
stories or the dog packs. - 

Two recent Incidents have 
brought awareness of Ihe deer 
and elk killing home to many 
people in Ketchum. 

On two separate nights, deer 
were brought down near homes 
in Warm Springs Canyon. A doe 
was found dead on the doorstep 
of ono home, and' another deer 
was round still alive, but muti- 
lated, a few feet from another 



home. 

Sentiment toward the problem 
seems to be in three dlUerent di- 
rections. 

A large number of residents 
;tlil refuse to accept the fact 
that the pocks aro a problem. 
The general feeling of this group 
Is, "It can't possibly be good 
old Tippy, he'd never hurt any- 
thing!" The good old Tippys of 
Ketchum seem to be the ones 
joining the pack. 
. Another- faction, perhaps to be 
sympathized with, are those with 
dogs they suspect of deer-killing, 
and who arc trying their best to 
protect their dogs and keep 
them ,chillhed. 

The third group,' made up of 

n undclcrmined number of 
sportsmen, have taken the prob- 
lem to heart and have chased 
an unknown number of dogs 
seen molesting the deer. Dogs

The latest' activity irtha final 
acceptance Jn the banking com- 
munity of a 5W"per cent prime 
interest rate after a two-month 
tug of war.

The pressure for lower rates 
Is coming from several direc- 
tions: as the avowed policy of 
the Johnson administration, as 
the obvious policy of the Feder- 
al Reserve, as a dictate of the 
flowing business expansion. 

For a while some analysts 
believed that the balance of 
payments problem would keep 
domestic Interest rates from 
sinking.

Washington (apj — crit- 
ics of President Johnson's pro- 
posed massive overhaul of (he 
Social Security System claim he

The administration discounts 
any such aim, but It's certain' 
that questions raised by wit- 
nesses before the House Ways 
and Means Committee will con- 
cern the pane! In closed session 
next week as It works over the 
legislation.'

"parting from the principle that 
Social Security benefits are paid 



as a matter of right — because 
of contributions to the funds by 
employes and employers — and 
not on any .charitable basis dc 
termined by need. 

Johnson may have contrib- 
_:ed to. the uneasiness ex- 
pressed by' some witnesses 
when he submitted n budget 
message discussing Social Sccu* 
rity In the general context of 
plans to aid the poor. 

Officials 'insisted that didn't 
Imply the administration was 
weakening Ihe traditional con- 
cept of the .program as social 
Insurance rather than welfare. 

They said the budget message 
simply- stated that more than 
one-third of Social Security 
bcncriclarlcs have so little in- 
come, Including their benefits, 
that they must live below the 
poverty level. Thus, any In- 
crease in Social Security would 
alleviate poverty. 

So far as financing Is con- 
cerned, Johnson's proposals arc 
strictly In the - social Insurance 
tradition. Tlie Social Security 
Administration has studied the 
possibility of using Mine gener-

To follow the milk from cow 
to a package of Swiss cheese 
I) n fascinating operation. Kraft 
trucks pick up tho-milk from 
the farmer either In bulk tanks 
or in cans. The first step at 
the processing plant Is weighing 
and sampling to assure correct 
payment. Pay Is regulated both 
by butlerfat content and weight. 

The milk Is Immediately cool- 
ed and refrigerated nnd held 
overnight. The following, morn- 
ing It is pa st curl led and stand- 
rdized (to bring fat content to 
_he point needed to make 
cheese) and nin Into a vat wllh 
20,000 pound capacity, 
Added .at this point are start- 
■ (a bacterial culture) and 
rennet, ari enzyme from the 
stomach or a cair which coar" 
latcs milk without sourhig it, 

When the product is set It Is 
cut Into fine particles and cook- 
ed In the vat through a steam 
Jacket on the outside or the vat 
whfch raises the temperature. 

From here the cheese is pump- 
ed into a press where the curd 
is held In a cloth while the 
whey drains off. The whey Is 
separated to remove butterfot 
and it is then disposed of or 
given to patrons for animal 
feed. 

The next operation for the 
curd is pressing and dipping In- 
to brine solution, where It is 
chilled. 

Next the cheese is placed In 
a plastic bag, vacuum scaled 
and dipped in wax. A curing 
period follows during which the 
eyes develop creating the par- 
ticular characteristic of Swiss 
cheese. 

The -eyes develop when the 
bacteria forms carbon dioxide 
gas. which forms pockets inside 
the cheese. This development 
occurs only at warm tempera- 
tures, so the process can be 
controlled by controlling the 
temperature. 

When the eyes have develop- 
ed to the proper size the cheese 
goes Into cold storage which 
stops the bacterial growth nnd 
holds the product for flavor to 
develop. The entire process re- 
quires about 90 days. 

From this point the cheese 
goes to the Pocatello plant for 
packaging for the consumer 
market. 

Some of the Swiss cheese Is 
shipped to the Springfield, Mo. 
plant for reprocessing. The proc- 
ess Swiss differs from the reg- 
ular cheese only In the lack of 
eyes. 

Tho process for the new cream 
cheese dlircts greatly in the 
plant, and It Is a much faster 
operation. Cream and milk are 



blended to reach the desired fat 
content, it-Is then pasteurized, 
homogenized and starter added, 
and the product incubates to 
develop lactic acid. 

It is then run through a cen- 
trifuge and directly into a blend- 
er and packaged hi the familiar 
three and eight ounce packages 
of Philadelphia Cream Cheese 
lor consumer use. Packaging of 
this product will be completed 
in the -Rupert plant and will 
go directly to distribution points 
and consumers. 

No aging Is required for this 
smoothly elegant cheese and it 
is ready far immediate resole. 

The cream cheese products 
produced in the new Rupert op- 
eration will be distributed 
throughout the Western' states, 
Including Hawaii and Alaska. 

'The expanded Rupert opcr- 
jtion will substantially increase 
Kraft's requirements for manu* 
facturing milk. Initially, in addi- 
tion to the milk purchased di- 
rect from' producers, the addi- 
tional milk and cream needed 
for cream cheese production will 
be purchased from other plants

The plant was built at Its 
present location 1544 W. 27th 
St., Burley, and opened for busi- 
ness hi August, 1953. Thc plant 
in Burley was the second plant 
of its kind (o be built by Boise 
Cascade. Thc first manager at 
Burley was Gordon Randall. 
During the last year the plaint 
is been expanded to double 
Its size. Now modern offices 
have been built on thc ground 
floor on the south end of the 
plant, with n blacktop parkim 
area for. office personnel ant 
visitors. Lunch room facilities 
have been added maklngagrenl 
Improvement in thc comfort of 
thc employes. 

The maintenance shop has 
been remodeled and enlarged.

Sun ton lotion manufacturers

supplies during the winter to a 
high point In March. Then the 
goods move out to retailers. 

So they felt they were paying 
laxes on their p"* Inventory.

for the past 37 years. The'firm 
also has a Paul plant. 

Back In 1919 there were 10 to 
15 men on the payroll the year 
around. During the early days 
the main product was alfalfa 
meal which was shipped lo Chi- 
cago. Tennessee and Arkansas 
by the Oregon-Short Lino Rail- 
road Co.

One of" the great ironies of 
history, ihe publication says, is 
that while oceans cover 70 per 
cent of the globe and have SO 
per cenL of Ihe world's animal 
life, man has relatively little 
knowledge of the seas' mysteri- 
ous and hostile depths. Vast and 
virtually "untouched sources of 
food, drugs and minerals await 
him in and below the ocean; And 
the quest for them has Just be- 
gun. 

For example, man currently 
hauls 45 million tons of fish from 
the sea each year. Scientists, 
however, believe that this quan- 
tity could be increased fivefold 
without harming the overall sup- 

ly. 

Ocean plants and animals are 
also proving lo be sources of 
exciting new discoveries. Chem- 
icals that kill pain, Inhibit the 
growth of tumors, fight viruses, 
and stimulate the heart have al- 
ready been extracted' from sea 
creatures, it is reported. 

The ''wriallh_rjf_lhc_watcrs'' 
includes a treasure- trove of min- 
erals. Petroleum— .Today soys 
thatjhefeare millions of tons of 
silver, billions of tons of gold, 
valleys of diamonds, and huge 
deposits -of phosphoric, sulfur 
and othetkey ores. 



Oil companies have been the 
leading Industrial pioneers In 
oceanography both In terms of 
experience nnd expenditures, 
according to Petroleum Today. 
Their research nnd development 
investments make up fully one- 
third of the total spent by nil 
off-shore industries. Though 
barely, scratched, undersea pe- 
troleum is already providing 16 
per cent of the Free World's oil 
supply. 



Since the IJHO's. the potrolcui 
Industry has spent more than 
H.S billjon in exploring and de- 
veloping" these 1 reserves. Less 
than half of this sum has been 
recovered thus far. . 

To encourage progress In ex- 
ploring tho ocean dcths, the U.

In addition to subsurface 
colonies, they envision mineral 
processing ns well as mining 
taking place on the ocean floor. 
They foresee oil drilling opera- 
tions going on Inside self-con- 
tained, watertight rigs, while 
any petroleum that may be pro- 
duced will be processed in adja- 
cent -refine rles-under-glass.

Building Needed For Manufacture 
Of Acme Potato Planters At Filer 



FILER — The Acme potato 
planter Is one of approximately 
, 40 Hems made by the Acme 
Manufacturing Co. 

Demands for the planter, are 
so great that last year a new 
building was built exclusively 
for their manufacture. Work on 
the 70 by 120 foot structure be- 
gan early fn the year and last 
spring equipment was moved 
Into the ail-steel Insulated build- 
ing with the production line In 
operation early In the summer. 
■ The patent for' the original 
planter was purchased four 
years ago from a man in Colo- 
railu. Alilwugli his planter did 3! 
not work, the idea was good, and - 
Acme engineers were sure it 
could be made workable. Before 
manufacture began on the new 
planter,, the Acme Company so- 
licited, several hundred potato 
farmers in various areas of the 
country to find out whnt prob- 
lems they encountered In plant- 
ing. Acme then set out to make 
a machine that would eliminate 
these problems and at the same 
time do the best planting Job. 

The planters proved success- 
ful the first time they were- put 
in the field, and as time has 
j;one on, the company has made 
more Improvements. Advan- 
tages of this planter over other 
makes are tha t it possesses 
greater capacity, is easier to 
pull, and the secd-picco place- 
ment is more accurate than any 
planter ever before available, 
notes Hugh Farmer, president 

The Acme planter makes use 
of cups rather. than nicks. Other 
planters hnve metal spikes 
which spear the potato pieces 
.and force them oft the spikes 
and Into the ground. Hazards of 
this method of planting are that 
If the seed-pieces nrc too small, 
they may drop off and If too 
' large they have a tendency to 
throw themselves off the spikes. 

Another very Important ad- 
vantage of the cup-type planter 
Is In the cases where some of 
the seed may be diseased. Other 
""type planters will spear the 
spoiled pieces on the picks as 
they enter the planter and will 
consequently Inoculate every 
other seed-piece in it. With cups 
Inoculation will not occur as 
healthy seed-pieces will not be 

Elerced and will not be contam- 
iBted. 

The Acme planter will travel 
faster than other planters In less 
time and its buoyancy enables 
farmers to plant in difficult 
weather. The planters ore pro- 
vided with fertiliser attachments 



so fertilizer may be applied to 
the ground the same - time as 
planlipg.' 

The one-row and four-row ma- 
chines are most in demand. The 
company has made one. three 
and six-row planters and these 
stiirarc made on special order. 

The machine (s designed with 
a pushing rather than a pulling 
mechanism and there Is no prob- 
lem keeping the Acme planter 
in the ground such as some 
planters encounter. Rocky con- 
ditions in-many.. Idaho fields of- 
ten cause expensive breakdowns 
and breakage when the opening 
altue s hit roc ks, b ut-lhc-Acmc 
machine pivots off a rear axle, 
and if the opening shoes meet 
rocks or lava ledges they slide 
over them and go back Into 
position- without any breakdown 
or machine breakage. 

Rocks are also a problem In 
areas where seed potatoes are 
grown as some rocks nre har- 
vested with the seed when the 
potatoes arc dug. As a result the 
seed is shipped to planters and 
growers with a quantity of pota- 
to-sized rocks mixed In with the 
seed. When rocks got Into the 
old-type planters, the picks could 
get torn off or bent which meant 
damage to the machine as well 
as loss of seed. The cups of the 
Acme planter will carry both 
rocks and seed to the ground 
with only a possible loss of a 
few seed-pieces and no damage 
of broken parts to the planter. 

This planter," the only one ol 
Its type ■ so constructed, is sold 
In every major potato growing 
nrca in the United States and 
Canada. Because of the nature 
of planter requirements in vari- 
ous areas which have different 
soil and weather complications, 
the planter parts arc designed 
to make them workable ' 
whichever area they are put

Acme's Is the largest manu- 
facturer In the world r of draper 
chains which are manufactured 
extensively for. use oh potato and 
beet equipment, also other ma- 
chines. In 1967 the company will 
use approximately seven million 
pounds of steel In the manufac- 
ture of chains. 

To give an idea, of the tremen- 
dous amount of chain made by 
the company. Farmer noted that 
if all the chain made in 1966 was 
laid end to end, starting at Filer 
and going west, It would reach 
700 miles out Into the Pacific 
Ocean. 

Acme's Is responsible for the 
proper distribution of all its 
manufactured goods, stated per- 
sonnel. It owns two dlesel trucks 
used for distribution arid also 
ttscvjTiilway freight and conv 
mon carrier.

Investments 
For Pollution 
Control Noted 

NEW YORK-Steel companies 
have invested more than (500 
million In the past 15 years for 
equipment to clean the air and 
water they have used and have 
authorized an additional JI44 
million worth of such equip- 
ment, American Iron and Steel 
Institute announced. 

The Institute based Its report 
on a survey or steel companies 
rcsponslblo-for-92 per cent of 
the nation's steel production. 

From 1951 through ID6Q, steel 
producers spent about (503 mil- 
lion In their pollution abatement 
efforts. Much of the J144 million 
of equipment now authorized Is 
scheduled to go into operation 
during 1B67. 

Currently, the steel Industry 
has water quality projects as 
well as nn ' air 'quality project 
under way at Mellon Institute 
In Pittsburgh. Three air quality 
projects ore In progress In Har- 
vard University School of Public 
Health, and nnotlier air quality 
project is being carried out at 
Battelle. Institute in Columbus, 
Ohio. 

•In addition to the steel Indus- 
try-sponsored research, many 
individual steel companies have 
conducted their own studies in 
air and water quality control. 

Although much of the indus- 
try-sponsored research has been 
of a basic nature, a number 
of studies hove resulted In prac-

The American housewife, now 
more conscious than- ever about 
rising food costs and the shrink- 
ing food dollar, would be well 
advised to think cheese when 
visiting her local food market. 

In 1956, the Swift and Co. 
cheese division took six-tenths of 
a cent In profit from each dollar 
of cheese sold. In 1966, the conP 
pany still took exactly that same 
amount of profit. The cheese It- 
self had risen in cost only a few 
cents to accommodate rising 
costs of production. -

In 1928 Ihey added the flower 
department to the business, spe- 
cialising in fresh cut flowers for 
all occasions. The flower busi- 
ness boomed and in 1930. the 
first greenhouse waS" built next 
lo the alley on E. 16th St.. and 
Oriental Ave. 

In 1945 the Klink brothers dh 
solved partnership. George 
Klink continued to operate the 
music and General Electric de- 
. panments as a business of hi.' 
own. and Albert Klink assumed 
operation ol (he Moral business. 

When World War II ended, 
Albert Klink Jr. returned home 
from the armed services and 
went to work In the floral busi- 
ness, learning the trade .from 
his 'father. 

During the early days the flor- 
al business was learned by 
working directly with a florist 
for at least a year. Today per- 
sons entering the business at- 
tend design schools which are 
held annually In Salt Lake City. 

As the business grew, addi- 
tional greenhouses were built, 
next to the first greenhouse. 

In August, 1963. Albert Klink 
Jr. purchased the business from 
his father. The elder Mr. Klink. 
still makes bi.% appearance daily 
at the store, and can be- seen 
during the day making deliver- 
ies of flowers to the hospital 
or residents in town.

Idaho Firm Develops New 
Process Of Curing Coatings 



BOISE — The application of 
a revolutionary new .process for 
radiation curing of organic coal- 
ings on plywood, najijrJi'bwirtl 
medium- nnd high-density flb- 
erboard for sidings and other 
building products is being de- 
veloped by Boise Cascade. 

A demonstration of ilic new 
process today marked iht offi- 
cial start-up ot Boise Cascade's 
Electrocure pilot plant nt Boise 
Industrial Park. In attendance 
were executives of the Ford 
Molar Co., with whom Bol 
Cascade has a licensing agree- 
ment for the use ot the pro- 
cess: Boise Cascade manage- 
ment; local officials and news 
media representatives. 

The "group saw wood panels 
being coated in an in-line pro- 
duction setup and moved Into n 
lead • lined chamber, Then 
they emerged, a lew seconds 
(oicr. the fresh paint was com- 
pletely dry and the panels ready 
for use In construction. 



Key equipment in the process 
are two 300,000-volt accelerators 
In the enclosed chamber, op- 
erated tram a control panel 
nearby. The visitors watched 
the radiation process nn a pair 
ot-closed-clrcuit television mon- 
itors. 

Inside ihc'cliambctf-tllc'accel- 
rators are mounted over the 
conveyor in such a way as to 
cover the width of a four-foot 
panel' as It moves along. Elec- 
trons, flowing nt the speed of 
light, are directed onto the ra- 
i!lation-:;enr.itivc liquid cwitlng. 
High concentrations or reactive 
particles nrc formed which Ini- 
tiate hardening or curing of the 
mntcrlnl in seconds and without 
heat. 

The radiation penetrates the 
surface of the board llflClf In n 
"chemical' grafting" actio 
which makes a durable, om 
coat system possible. The Ctlfttl 
coating on -wood does not blister 
atter prolonged Immersion- in 



boiling water, nor can the film 
he peeled from the wood after 
testing. 

Boise Cascade President R. 
V. Hansberger, pleased with the 
successful demonstration, told 
the group that the process has 
great promise in the company's - 
building product plants which 
produce lumber, plywood, par- 
ticleboard, wood paneling, sid- 
ing nnd finished buildings. "We 
presently produce and market 
paneling and siding, factory- 
coated by conventional means," 
Hansberger said, 

"While additional cxperlment- 
nl work and testing of the Elec- 
trocure process remains to bo 
done, the prospect of using It 
In our other operations fs very 
attractive. Current estimates in- 
dicate that mom than 1.5 billion 
square feet of new residential 
or homo improvement Biding 
will be marketed in the U.S. 
annually by 1D70. Prcfinlshcd 
Riding is expected to account 
for 850 million square fect. 

"The new system Is highly 
competitive cost-wise, and many 
new applications nnd market* 
will be available to us," he add- 
ed.' ~

Mr. Rictman, who operates 
tho Eastern Idaho Packinn 
Corp., In his modern, well- 
equipped ■ offices here, has 
travelled the long, hnrd road 
of years of experience In the 
business to attain the position 
he now holds In the potato 
mnrkfiinfi. processing nnd dis- 
tribution circles of the country. 

Back In the early IBJO's, RIct- 
man and Sam S. Siegat, both of 
whom nlreadv were experienced 
In the marketing of potatoes, 
decided to pool (heir exper- 
lenco. In a partnership nnd 
established the National Pro- 
duce Distributors. Inc., In.South 
Market In Chicago. 111. Their 
experience — plus hard work — 
paid oil and by the end of 1041, 
thi-'y Ifiid'"" firmly— csrnhllshihl 
themselves _Jn the potato in- 
dustry, doing business in Chi- 
cago nnd most of the potato- 
raising sections of the country.

KIMBERLY - The potato in- 
dustry in Kimberly is repre- 
sented by two shippers, the W. 
B. -Savage Produce Co, and the 
J. II. Henry Produce. The Sav-

The J. H. Henry Produce Co. 
was established in 1934 by J.H, 
"lly" Henry, who transacted.his 
business in the — fields as a 
"cosh-tract buyer"." His employ- 
es sorted and -shipped the pota- 
toes from cellars on the farm- 
er's land, where they had been 
stored at harvest time. 

Today, the J. H. Henry Co., 
managed by James "Jim - Hen- 
ry assisted by his son-in-law, 
William Floyd, works out of a 
two story office building locat- 
ed on the highway in Kimberly, 
stores their potatoes in refriger- 
ated cellars and sorts and ships 
out of o modern mechanized 
warehouse. 

J. H. Henry. shipped 200 cars 
of potatoes during his first year 
of operation and the business 
gradually grew each year. -In 
J 939 his son, James Henry, join- 
ed him in the business. Since 
the firm has grown In stature 
and volume, shipping 1,660 cars 
o[ quality potatoes last season 
to potato markets throughout 
Hie United States, Canada and 
Hawaii. 

The railroad cars used today 
have a capacity-iof S00,-.onc~ 
hundred pound sacks of pota- 
toes compared to the cars used 
in the earlier days of Hie husl- 
ness which had n capacity of 
360 sacks. 

The Kimberly whipping ware- 
house is one of the most com- 
plex, up-to-date packing sheds 
in the west. The warehouse, 
measures 180 by BO feet, fea- 
tures flumes to move the pota- 
toes from* (he holding bins to 
the sorting area. The potatoes 
arc sorted, separating the U.S. 
No. I grade from the No. S 
grade and the culls. 

The No. 1 potatoes arc con- 
vcyed to new electronic outo- 



matic siicrs where the potatoes 
are then segregated auiomatic- 
ly Into different weight group's. 
The potatoes are then nagged 
accordingly to weight or number 
into a' variety of containers 
which might be cardboard car- 
tons or lugs of burlap, plastic, 
,csh or paper. 

Number 2 potatoes arc sack- 
ed, while the culls arc shipped

stamping machine. All U. S. 
Grade 1 potatoes shipped by the 
company bear an Idaho stamp. 

This machine, developed by 
the Food Machinery Manufac- 
turers, stamps each potato with 
lettering printed with a vegeta- 
ble dye. This machine required 
much research to develop and 
perfect as the potato is too ir- 
regular and bruises too readily 
for conventional stamping ma- 
chines.

Johnson no longer spccialiies 
In customer .work. He now 
spends all or his time working 
wth the McGonigal Brothers in 
the manufacture of-"Big Mac 
Post Drivers." 

The men are working In the 
large machine shop the late 
George P. McGonigal built 
many years ago and used, to- 
gether with his sons, up until 
the time of his death In 1960. 
In addition to-jnnchnery al- 
ready owned by the three men, 
they have Installed a new 
Grazluno lathe. The machine 
has a 26-Inch swing for cutting 
out bearing seats and general 
machining. 

A milling machine to cut key- 
ways and mill flat surfaces Is 
also newly Installed as Is an 
automatic flame-cutting dupli- 
cator. The grinder used Is one 
they Invented themselves. 

"Our new machinery and the 
foct that we do not now have 
to spend so much time traveling 
back and forth has facilitated 
_ the_ production of the post 
drivers," John McGonigal said. 
"But our shop Is now too small. 



Wc will start to erect a new. 
larger shop building as soon as 
wc can pour concrete for foot- 
ings this spring," he said.

Operates Flying Service 



PAUL-Dlck'a Flying Service 
Is a family venture, operated 
through tho entire cooperntlor 
of tho Richard Kennett family 
This may seem slightly ironli 
because Mr. Kennett, whose 

mother died when he 

child, was raised In a n orphan- 
*6e. 

Besides two regular employes, 
Mr. Kennett operates his bus!- 
ncss 'VyJJb the able assistance 
of his" wife^-D(ma,-and three 
young daughters. Scott, the old- 
est member of the family and 
the only boy, i* currently serv- 
ing an IDS mission In North 
Germany. 

Mr. Kennett could operate his 
business with only the help of 
his male associates, •iut-aays 
he enjoys the company of -his 
family beside hira. ■. 

Dick's Flying Service Is a 
crop dusting business. Mrs. Ken- 
nett- and daughter, Kris ten, 
drive the nurse rigs or water 
tank to a location near the field 
to be sprayed. It is also their 
duty to flag or mark the next 
swath to bo sprayed. Jonl and 
' Lisa, the two younger members 
of tho family, are stationed near 
the telcphono taking orders for 
their father. 

Mr. Kennett. started his flying 
career after graduating from 
high school at Toledo, Ohio. He 
joined a flying club in Hamilton. 
Mont., and received his first 
hours of instruction before join- 
ing a glider- pilot program dur- 
ing "the first of World War II 
in 1942. He was a glider pilot 
during the war as n non-com- 
missioned night officer serving 
In Franco and England. *> . 
: He worked as n flight instruc- 
tor after his service discharge. 
In the spring of-lB63 he did 
his first crop dusting while em- 
ployed with' Charles Reeder, 
Twin Falls. 

Four years later he moved 
to McCnll to work.for.the John- 
son Flying Service. This was 
Interesting work for Mr. Ken- 
nett, who piloted cargo nnd pas- 
sengers into .Idaho's s c e n i c 
primitive area. During the fire 
season, he dropped smoke-Jump- 
ers and later In the season, flew 
■ hunters and equipment Into the 
lodges and camps. 

He moved to Boise and at- 
tempted selling insurance but 
realized that flying was his first 
love and was what he really 
wanted to do. He moved to Paul i 
in 1960 and with a J-3 went 1 
In business for himself doing 
crop dusting nnd spraying. 

According to Mrs. Kennett, 
aerial arTpUcation of insecticides 
and Herbicides Is one of the 
mosf- hazardous occupations ol 
.our tfme. The airplanes usually 
aoply the chemical from about 
three to five feet from the 
ground. This means the pilot 
must have full control' of his 
aircraft at' ail times. 

Mr. Kennett has nearly 10,000 
total Dying • hours and 3,000 



hours In agricultural work. Dur- 
ing these hours he has . been 
injured only once, which was 
In 1963 when he hit power lines 
and crash landed. He recovered 
from his Injuries by the spring 
of J9M and anxiously began an-, 
other spraying season with an-' 
other airplane. 

Nearly all crop spraying Is 
done in the early morning houn 
or just before sunset, as the 
alr-is -belter - then.- Tho -planes 
perform better and can carry 
a larger load. Spraying should 
be done with ft minimum 
amount of wind, which Is often 
tha case In the early hours. 
The family starts Its day at 
3:30 a.m. so they are In the 
country and ready to start work 
at tho break of day. ■•- 

In tho years Kennett has op- 
erated this business at Paul, he 
has Jost four airplanes. Besides 
tho one he wrecked, three others 
were wrecked by "pilot employes. 
In this respect, tho Kennett* are 
like the farmers for whom they 
work— hoping that the" next year 
will be better.

Firm Begun 
By Brothers 

BURLEY - Three brothers. 
If. G. Pullman, Joseph Pullman 
and V. T. Pullman, opened a 
brick company In 1909 known 
as the Hcyburn Brick Co., 
where the sawmill now stands 
on Snake River at Hcyburn. 

In 1917 the brothers moved the 
company (o Its present day lo- 
cation at 1010 E. Main St.. 
Burley, and the firm assumed 
IIS "present— name— of — Bu rley 
Brick and Sand Co. 

At first the company made 
only the well known yellow 
brick, Tho company made the 
yellow hriek for the Twin Palls 
Sugar Factory, Paul Sugar Fac- 
tory, several of the_early day 
schoolbulldings nod some of the 
early pioneer homes in the val- 
ley. 

The company shipped- bricks 
by railroad until the late 1930's. 
They supplied bricks for build- 
ing In all southern Idaho and 
have shipped bricks Into all the 
adjoining states through the 
years. However, today the bricks 
made by the firm arc sold only 
in Idaho. 

The company was one of the 
leading shippers of. building 
sand until the early l£H0's. 

During the early years of the 
company's growth horse drawn 
scrapers wcro used and the 
WJns wcro hand-fired coal burn- 
ers. 

The clay Is mixed with water 
i form the bricks. After the 
bricks have been formed they 
arc stacked to dry before the 
firing process In the ovens which 
arc called kilns. 
„ The iron compounds in the 
clay gives the colors. There Is 
no dye added to the r'— " 
make the different color . . 
ns many people, believe. Today 
the company makes a full line 
of different colored bricks.

Hollinger said Iho moment 
the egg Is laid, It starts aging 
nnd keeping it at (he storage 
temperature stops the evapora- 
tion of moisture inside the shell. 

Hotlinger's business has 
grown since he first started the 
venture. At first he had a few 
nel/ihboM who were ' constant 
customers. Then the word £at 
around that Harvey had "good 
eggs" and he felt some what 
pressured Into buying more 
chickens to take care of the 
egg eating neighbors. 

In 1060, his friend, Loyd Mer- 
rill, owner of Merrill's Poultry 
Farm and Hatchery, talked Hol- 
linger Into going Into business. 
He built Jiis first chicken coop 
that year and started out with 
720 hens. The demand for more 
eggs exceeded the present sup- 
ply so he kept adding and ex- 
panding "tint it -be now has the 
potcntial~capacity~foi — 10,**" 
hens and pullets.' 

Harvey has been improving 
his operation each year and 
has learned that by trusting the 
public, the public becomes 
trustworthy. 

Several area persons travel 
the extra mile- to Harvey's 
place of business to "guaran- 
tee" having frosh eggs in the 
carton. Harvey doesn't adver- 
tise this service, it seems as 
though the customers do the 
advertising on their own. Never- 
theless the self-service has 
grown to approximately 35 cus- 
tomers daily. 

Harvey-- has provided a unit 
which Is cooled by the holding 
, room. He keeps several cartons 
of fresh eggs in the unit and 
a- cash change container far the 
self-service customers. The 
customers arc on their own and 
make their own change. Some 



the sales tax but usually are 
pretty accurate on leaving what 
is Harvey's and taking what is 
theirs.' 

Harvey said there arc some 
persons who arc shy nl»ut the 
self service procedure and In-' 



ploye assist them. This is usually 
found in the older generation. 
The younger set seems to en. 
joy nnd appreciate the extend, 
ed trust from Harvey; 
-Harvey feels that people in 
general arc dishonest when they 
have the challenge of . "getting 
away with something". This 
seems more prevalent when 
they are aware of being watch, 
cd by the businessman mid have 
the sensation .of outwitting him. 

Since ■- Harvey has removed 
this challenge, he has found 
more customers who arc pro- 
viding loss difficulty with fail- 
ure to pay. 

It takes him two hours to 
Teed, two hours to gather and 
the rest or the time h utilized 
In grading, denning nnd build- 
ing maintenance, 

Six times a year he purchases 
from Merrill which he raises 
until laying age and Uses as an 
egg producer* for one year, 
Hollinger believes that young 
birds lay the belt eggs. 

Ho maintains 1 that proper 
cleaning of the egg is very im- 
portant because of existing 
bacteria or dirt substance.--

BOISE — Lee (sfoltltby,. man- 
ager, owner- chief candy maker, 
and' bookkeeper of Lee's Candy 
Shop in Boise, is a perfectionist. 
Claiming that the only way to 
stay in the homemade candy 
business Is (o "produce only 
the finest quality." Nokleby 
chooses his ingredients con- 
scientiously. 

.He buys pecans from Texas, 
almonds from California and 
imparts cashews from fndla. 
But the recipes, techniques, and 
homemade touch arc strictly 
Idahonn. 

Lee's candies arc sent nil 
over the world and have in- 
■ creased In volume year by 
year. Last year 4G,000 pounds 
were produced. 

The candy is made the "old 
fashioned" way using neither 
preservatives nor artificial fla- 
voring. The chocolates (creams, 
caramels, nougat*, and covered 
nuts) and non-chocolates (pas- 
tel creams, caramels, mints, 
fee , coc onut and peanut brittle 
anil sedtch kisses) are hand 
dipped and rolled. To assure 
even cooking and coloring fresh 
nuts are roasted In the shop 
kitchens. 

The native Idahoan's educa- 
tion at the Harvard graduate 
school of design was interrupt- 
ed for service In World War II 
so he turned to his father for 
advice.

RUPERT— Holland Jones has 
seen many changes in the po- 
tato Industry since - he began 
packing operations In Rupert 30 
years ago with a small storage 
warehouse and small sorter and 
equipment. 

That first year his company 
shipped 150 carloads of fresh- 
pack potatoes, with 360 sacks 
on each car.

BUHL — Throughout August 
and September, trucks fully 
loaded with cars of golden sweet 
corn are hustled from the fields 
(o Green Giant's canning plant 
at Buhl: 

The harvest Is from 7,500 
acres, 1,500 acres more than was 
worked last year, and the yield 
this year averaged better than 
six tons to the acre lor a total 
of about 5.000 tons ot corn pick- 
ed and processed in a period of 
two months. 

Green Giant, a large vegetable 
processing company with head- 
quarters at LeSucur. Minn., and 
with operations in Canoda and 
Italy as well as in this country, 
purchased the corn-growing and 
processing business at Buhl In 
IMS. 

Since then. It has twice ex- 
panded the ; Buhl operation, 
which is believed to be (he sec- 
ond largest corn-canning facility 
In existence. 

Anyone who- has raised corn 
for his bwn table knows that 
the habl( of the plant Is to come 
along fast during the hot days 
of summer and ot th! rapidity 
with which the cars ripen and 
become overly ripe. 

Corn-plnntlng lor Green Giant 
is systematically charted, on the 
heat-unit principle, to spread the 
period during which fields or 
corn reach prime condition. 
Plantings ore spaced through 
the first of May- through (he 
middle of June. Records of 
temperature or summer heat In- 
dicate tho progress or the plant- 
ings. . 

As each field ripens, dally 
samples ore taken to the can- 
nery to determine exactly the 
proper -dote for harvesting. 
When tests show the corn has

moisture content, word is flash- 
ed to field supervisors by two- 
way' radio and the harvesting 
begins. The average time from 
harvest to tho can Is less than 
hours: 



cuts and chops the stalks, and 
routes the ears Into Its .bin. 

When the bin Is J TttIea\ the 
tractor hoists the accumulation 
of ears into the bed of a large 
truck. Tractor-drawn discs fol- 
low the picking machines to fin- 
ish the Job of reducing the 
stalks to mulch for the conserva- 
tion of the soil. 

At the plant, the ears ot com 
fresh from the field are loaded 
onto conveyor belts to husking 
machines which slice olt the butt 
cod of each cobb. A bed of rub- 
ber rollers peels off the loose 
husk and silk. 

After a wash and an Inspec- 
tion, the cars move to the cut- 
ters, a rapidly-revolving set of 
knives that open and close like 
shutters on a camera to accom- 
modate variations of the site ot 
eors. The knives cut the kernels 
far enough away from the cob 
to eliminate tough "cobby" ti- 
hers, 

After seven} mon washings 
and a final inspection, the ker- 
nels are fed into a machine 
where each con is filled with 
com and Just -enough water (to 
which salt and sugar have been 
added) to moisten the corn and 
preveht scorching during ihe 
cooking process. Actually, there 
are tho kernels of tour perfect 
cars In every 13 ounce can. 

A can filled and capped trav- 
els into a continuous cooker 
where it speeds over a mile-long 
spiral track In seven' minutes. 
Past cooking saves color, fla- 
vor and crlspncss. - 

The complete proceji Is amaz- 
ingly fast. Tho Buhl plant oper- 
ates at a capacity of 50 tons of 
corn an hour. Output, approx- 
imately 36 million cans this 
season, shows up on the market 
under the Green Giant Nlblets, 
Mcxlcorn, - and Kounty.-Klst 
brand labels.

Growers from throughout 
Magic Valley provide baled hay 
for the plant. Growers within 
Twin Fall's County supply the 



raw product for dehydrated alf- 
alfa. The company's customers 
are feed manufacturers, farm- 
ers and dairymen. Much of the 
alfaira goes to livestock feed 
and poultry feed. 

The estimated payroll of the 
company was HO.OOO and h»y 
purchases approximately S19, 
000 in'lBfjfl, Approximately $250, 
000 was paid out to the local 
economy.

Nek Frontier 
In Australia 

' NEW YORK— More and more 
Americans are finding a new 
frontier for doing business or 
settling down in Australia, The 
Insider's Newsletter reports. 

Direct United States Invest- 
ment down under rose from JI.7 
billion to S2 billion last year 
and the 1,700 American firms 
that do business there are ex- 
pected lo expend J2-5 billion this 

year, 

More striking, says The News- 
letter, is the number of "perma- 
nent U. S. settlers" now living 
In Australia. There are now 
8,000 of which 5,744 have ar- 
rived since President Johnson 
took office, 

Offsetting thlfflRure Is the 
fact that some 1,300 previously- 
settled Yanks have returned to 
the states — disillusioned by 
"dreams which have soured In 
Australia" — leaving a net Jn> 
crease of 4,400. 

One example of the economic 
Impact of the Americans Is the 
colony of Wee Wan In the Na- 
mol River valley of New South 
Wales. Wee Wan's 150 cx-Call- 
fornians harvested 28.000 acres 
of cotton lost year. Two years 
ago, Australia's entire domestic 
planting was 41,000 acres, In 
JS59, only 97 acres were planted 
In all of Australia.

was-foundcd.H years ago Is the 

man "behind the wheel."- ., 
The Garrett brothers, Clar- 
ence A. and the late 0. W. Gar- 
rett, founded the firm July-S, 
1913, as Gflrrctt.Transfer. Clar- 
ence -Garrett is still actively 
spearheading the growing or- 
ganization which has since 
changed its name to Garrett 
Transfer and Storage Co. Inc. 
and then to the present Garrett 
Freightlines, Ine. 

In 1913 business consisted of 
miscellaneous hauling jobs and 
trnnstcrrlnr; baBRnp; to and 

— -froM-thc-I J oeoiello"rni!rofld-t!r 
pot In Garrett's home city. 

It was not until the firm had 
been established for two or three 
yean that intercity hauls were 
made, By 1918 trips were being 
■made within a radius.-of 25-30 
miles from -Poeateflo nnd the 
truck "fleet" had Increased to 
16 units. Two years later reg- 
ular service was being made to 
Idaho Falls and non-schodulcd 
hauls were Ix'inj; ma<]<- in tiur 
ley.

ful and the motor operated at 
.a much lower temperature tha,n 
ft gasoline one and offered sus- 
tained power that could not be 
derived from gasollno engines of 
that day. 

In 1929 the State of Idaho 
passed .the Motor Carrier Act, 
the first regulation for the, 

trucking industr y In the Mate . 

Ih~1935 the government passed 
the Federal Motor Carrier Act, 
which was Immediately adopted 
by most states. 

It resulted In a fixed book- 
keeping procedure tor both .state 
and federal purposes. The act 
guaranteed to existing motor 
carriers franchise rights over 
territory through which they 
had bonafide operations prior to 
the enactment. ■ 

Garrett continued to grow 
without further route expansion 
until 1MI when the ..Chancy 
trucktinc was acquired, extend- 
ing operations from Twtn Falls, 
Burley, to Portland, Kctchum.

Rupert Iron Works Has Grown From 
Blacksmith Shop.To Industrial Firm ~ 



RUPERT — ^Richairl-Bohle. 
the present owner and manager 
of the Rupert Iron Works, re- 
calls his early days in his fa- 
ther's blacksmith shop when the 
bulk of the work turned out of 
the shop was sharpening plow 
shares and shoeing horses. 
' In those early days work at 
the shop was 100 per cent agri- 
cultural, while Bohle estimates 
th.it (he present gross volume 
of Imslricss Is 75 per cent in- 
dustrial rind 25 per cent agri- 
cultural. The 25 per cent agri- 
cultural Is mill about three 
times as much output as the 
original. 

The 'minder of the operation 
was Henry Bohlc who opened 
a blacksmith shop In Accqufo 
fn 1939. The shop became known 
as the Rupert Irons Works when 
Henry moved into Rupert in 
1940, at which time the shop 
was & two-man operation for 
Henry and his son. Richard. 

The elder Mr. Bohle died In 
1958, nnd Richard has been in 
charge of the company since. 
He Is well qualified for the busi- 
ness, having started his training 
at 15, and continuing since with 
two years out for the service. 

The original two-mon opera- 
tion now employs 13 people, sev- 
eral or them having been with 
the company over 10 years. 
-Expansion -has-been - evident 
in another direction, as ihe one- 
lime blacksmith shop now fea- 
tures n complete and full ma- 
chine shop, welding and fabri- 
cation, and local steel service 
center. 

From a small local business 
the company now serves all of 
southern Idaho, with orders 
ranging from Idaho' Falls to 
Boise and Into northern Nev- 
ada. 

Some of the equipment at the 
Iron Works Is the only such 
In a Job shop In the state. The 
only horliomal-horlng mill in 
southern fdaho Is owned by the 
shop, and one of two large ver- 
tical baring mills in the stafc 
Is here. Both machines arc used 
primarily for taming, boring or 
milling large machine parts. 

The company also boasts one 
of two automatic sprocket ma- 
chines In the state, and there 
are only 13 such machines In 
existence. These were made by 
a Boise man who died after 
completing the 13 machines, and 1 
none have been made since that 
time.

In I95S the Salmon plant ox- 
ponded ({rim exclusive produc- 
tion of S*tfss cheese 10 o wider 
variety including cheddnr, cara- 
way, and monlerey jack, candy 
(chocolotc, ponocha nnd vanilla 
fudge and peanut brittle), and 
butler. 



Mr. Brog employs a staff of 
five, emphasizing that a "small- 
. or operation can produce finer 
quality nnd more flavorful 
cheese nnd candies!" About 
325.000 pounds of cheese nnd 
fiOO.OOO pounds of butter are 
produced each year. 

The plant at Salmon has mail- 
ed cheese to 47 stales and Can- 
ada in 1SCI1. Mr. Brog plans to 
develop his mail order and 
• wholesale distribution and to 
produce' nn^cven larger variety 
of cheese. 



Beekeeping 
Industry In 
Utah Growing 

SALT LAKE CITY - As Utah, 
the Beehive State, has grown, 
the beekeeping industry has 
been growing also. 

Today (he beekeeping industry 
In Utah has grown so that 
there are over 50.000 hives of 
bees operated jn Utah with an 
nnnual production of over three 
million pounds. This flow of Mo- 
uld gold puts mor* than Si mil-

While the honey bees are busy 
going from flower to' flower 
gathering their honey they nfe 
also pollinating the many other 
crops of Utah farms.

The furrner works closely with 
his warehouse manager through 
the entire year. During the win- 
ter ltd consults with him on 
whlcVcrops It would he best to 
plant' and -together, they study 
the allotments or certified crops 
nnd the best types of fertilizer 
for various fields. 

Later when planting time has 
arrived, the farmer will look to 
Ihe warehouseman for his fer- 
tilizer and seed needs. During a 
bad year, they may work out 
some kind of agreement for 
credit terms until crops can be 
ild in the (all. ~ 
If late frost or continuing 
rains prevent planting of certnln 
crops In the spring, the farmer 
and elevator operator will work 
Otlt n new schedule of planting, 
and If blight or Insects attack 
(he planted fields, the fa i 
may seek advice on proper 
sprays. 

During; the harvest season the 
warehouses keep open every 
day and part of (he night to .ac- 
commodate the truekloads of 
grains, beans and peas coming 
In for milling and storage. Ex- 
tra help is put on as needed so 
thnt formers with their truck- 
loads or crops will net have to 
be kept wailing. 

The rising or foiling of prices 
. watched closely by both .the 
farmer,, whose annual Income 
lies In his crops, and the. ware- 
house mnnnger^who tries to 
Rive the farmer the best deal 
he can, while at the same time 
making a fair profit for his 
business,

During the 1962 anm 
bcrsbip meeting the name of 
Jerome Cooperative Creamery 
was changed to Ida Gem Dairy- 
men, Inc. It had long been felt 
-that ihe organization had out- 
grown the original territory an ^> 
sines Its procurement encom- 
passed the entire Magic Valley, 
It was a multi-product process- 
ing plant instead of a creamery.

Business 

SPRINGDALE — The Good- 
win poultry farm was started In 
I3G0 when the first large hen 
house was built and stocked with 
3,500 hens the. following year. 

Located, three miles south and 
seven and one-half miles-east of 
Burley In the Sprfngdale com- 
munity, the poultry farm has 
added more buildings as the 
business has grown. The second 
building was construe ted'in 1663. 

At present there are four large 
buildings to house 14,000 chick* 
ens. All the structures are well 
Insulated and were built by 
Goodwin. Until recently he has 
chopped and mixed his own feed 
and staged it In his large grain 
storage frcilitlcs. 

Land for the business was pur- 
hosed if torn Irvln Craythorn. 
The terrain was rough, with a 
large gravel pit which was fillej 



with the aid of machinery. 

The business is a family proj- 
ect tor Mr. and Mrs. Goodwin 
and their five children. They 
care for the chickens, gather 
eggs, wash them In chemicals 
and grade and package them {or 
dally sale. 

Twice a year they get 3,000 
baby chicks for replacement of 
hens. 

Eggs ore picked up weekly by 
truck- and mnny customers 
come from throughout the valley 
regularly to buy the eggs. 

DayJJght hours are controlled 
automatically by switches, giv- 
ing the hens IS hours or daylight 
per day. Goodwin notes that 
chickens are sensitive to noise 
and honking cars or machinery 
which makes loud operating 
noise will disturb the hens and 
have a detrimental effect on 
their cgs -production. - 

The Goodwins also grow a 
large vegetable garden and sup- 
ply produce to many of their 
egg customers.

Interest In Archery Has Grown Into 
Sideline For Milton Davidson, Rupert

RUPERT — Milton Davidson's 
scoutmaster, was oil-. archer, 
and one day nt camp the young 
scout saw the leader make a 
remarkable shot with his bow 
and arrow, aod Davidson was 
"hooked" on archery from that 
moment. *! 

His Interest In bows and ar- 
rows has now. branched out into 
a business, and last year he 
made and reconditioned more 
than 150 doicn arrows. The ar- 
row business Is really only a 
sideline with (he archer, since 
. he works nine hours a day as 
assistant manager at Mediums 
Food Store, and utilizes nights 
and weekends tor (he arrow 
business which he maintains In 
his home at 301 I Street. 

The" yoiiflK"man _ received- his 
firsjjirchery set lor. Christmas 
when he was ,12, and at M he 
got his first arrow • making 
equipment and has progressed 



to his present business from 
that beginning. 

Davidson' has never lost his 
Interest ln~ Scouts either, and 
he now shares his knowledge 
with troops and' posts In both 
Cassia and Minidoka counties 
where he Is the archery merit 
badge counselor. 

Man'erd Wall, Minidoka Coun- 
ty Deputy Sheriff, often helps 
Davidson with his demonstra- 
tions before Scout troops, stres- 
sing the w/ely aspects of bow 
and arrow shooting. 

Charles Kllnftcnbcrg is also an 
assistant in the - merit badge 
counseling and he makes bow 
strings for Davidson's business. 

From start ta tlnlsh, the arti- 
san, requires two hours to com- 
plete a set of 12 arrows. He 
makes wood, aluminum and 
fiberglass- arrows ranging in 
size from 5-16 inch to 11-32 inch 
shafts. 

On the wooden dowells David- 
son puts a five degree taper and 



to this attaches the nock {the 
notched cod for holding the 
ben-siring.) 

■ Fletchlng Is the process of 
glueing tho feathers to the shaft.' 
and they are then burned to the 
desired shape with an electric 
machine. Davidson uses a heli- 
cal fletch. which gives the feath- 
ers a twist for mOre-spin-and 
foster stabilization, insuring the 
bowman will shoot truer. 

Feathers On hunting arrows 
range in length from 4_ to 
Inches. Target arrow, feathers 
are 2 to \% Inches m length. 

Each arrow is cut to specifi- 
cations of the shooter, with the 
length regulated by the per- 
son's size and arm Inigih as 
well as the type of bow being 
used. 

Most professional archers 
prefer aluminum and glass ar- 
rows, since these can be used 
many years with only straight- 
ening and jiew Deleting. 

Other steps necessary in the 




construction Include a dip li 
lacquer arid cresting which 
gives color Identificatlci to In- 
dividual's arrows. 

While Davidson has been dab- 
bling In arrow-making since 
his youth, he seriously went in- 
to the business two years ago 
when he .bought the Gem State 
Archery 'Equipment Irom Curt 
arid Bill Shockey, Heyburn. One 
(or two or three) rooms o[ his 
home arc devoted to tho busi- 
ness, and he also itllj bows and 
a full line of equipment as well 
as making and reconditioning 
the arrows. 

The arrow-maker is tin expert 
archer In his own right, and Is 
serving his second year as pres- 
ident of the Hurley Bowmen. He 
is also a. member of the Mini- 
doka Bowmen and is bu.iv three 
or four nights a week with dem- 
onstrations or shooting. 

He holds 1G trophies and med-

FAIRFIELD — Humphrey's 
Sawmill, located north of Corral, 
was started In 1M0 as a family 
project to cut lumber for them' 
selves and their neighbors. 

At that time there wasn't a 
mill In the vicinity and John 
Humphreys and his late lather. 
H. W. Humphreys, moved a mill 
In from Atlanta in order to cut 
timber to build a barn. Neigh- 
bors brought in their timber to 
be cut so the mill continued ,n 
operate. 

The mill was moved to. the 
present site fn 1945. Since then 
it has been rebuilt, added to and 
Improved until it Is a modern 
plant employing f mm five to 
seven men In addition to a tog- 
ging crew. It averages 400,000 
or more boarU feet per season. 

The mill specialises In. bridge 
timber and other rough lumber. 
John Humphreys slates that ihls

The 
lumber -Is hauled by truck by 
the purchasers Into Bou'.hcm 
Idaho and northern Nevada.

The mill Is owned and op- 
erated by John Humphreys, who 
Is primarily a grain anil hay 
farmer who farms about 1,200 
acres of land In the Corral 
area.

Egypt's Dream Of Taming 
NiIp Ts Close To Reality 



By AHMED SHAWKI 
ASWAN. Egypt (AP) 
Egypt's dreams for taming the 
Nile and saving the nation from 
flood and drought arc ncaring 
reality. 

-The floodsr which once demol- 
ished townships and destroyed 
houses and crops, now ironically 
hold promise of prosperity. 

The huge, Soviet financed As- 
wan Dam. which Is considered 
the backbone of the Egyptian 
national economy and one of 
president Carnal Abdc] Nas- 
ser's top achievements. Is In the 
final stages of construction. „ 

Seven years have elapsed 
since the work began and the 
dam today- controls-most- of 
Egypt's vital water. It will soon 
generate electric power. 
' According lo official state- 
ments So per cent of the work on 
the dam has been finished. The 
dam now is H times higher than 
Glia's great Pyramids. When 
completed, the dam Will bo 17 
times higher. 

The work Already completed 
Includes the excavation of ca- 
nals, construction of tunnels nnd 
the. concrete structure of the 
power plant. The largest man- 
made take in the world Is rising 
behind the dam. 

Most of the work is now con- 
centrated on the- water-tight 
joint between the dam core and 
the rock bed of the -Nile. Simul- 
taneously vyork on the power 
plant Is moving rapidly ahead. 

The first turbine ha s been in- 
stalled and is scheduled to gen- 
erate electric power in two 
months lime. Two oilier tur- 
hlnes will be installed during 
this year along wilh transmit 
sion lines nnd substations, 

The power station will have 12 
turbines, each with a capacity 
of 175,000 kilowatts. The instal- 
lation of all turbines Is sched- 
uled to be completed before 
1970. 

As the work on the dam np- 

K roaches Its end, the total num- 
er of workers and experts has 
dropped from 35,000 to 25,000. 
Officials say the number of So- 
viet • technicians also has 
dropped from 1,800 when work 
- the dam started to 600 at 



present. They will be further 
rcduce<j to 300 next year, offi- 
cials say. ' "■ 

*'Wc will keep no more than 
three Soviet experts to run the 
work In the powerhouse when 
the dam -is- finished," ;sald I bra; 
him Zakf, deputy minister for 
the dam. 

Though the dam will guaran- 
tee for Egypt water needed for 
agricultural expansion and elec- 
tric energy for Industries, the 
wild growth of Egypt's popula- 
tion causes concern about the 
future. 

Some experts estimate that 
the population, which jumps in 
Egypt by one million persons 
per_ycnr,_nlr_cady_has outdis- 
tanced the agricultural' yield to 
be expected from new-lands 
which will be cultivated as a 
result of the dam. 

To help curb the increase, 
Egyptian officials arc encr-

BOSTON — A' projectile has 
been developed to knock down 
raging fires long, enough for 
firefighters to move in and 
douse them. 

The concept ot a plastic shell 
filled with an extinguishing 
.agent Is the result of research 
by Liberty Mutual Insurance 
Companies after it was*iTCicr- 
mlncd.lhat a major problem in 
fighting large fires is. the in- 
tense heat which prevents fire- 
fighters from getting effective- 
ly close with hose streams. 

Tlte projectile method "could 
be considered as fighting the 



fire from the Inside out n 
than -from the outside in," . . 
Vincent Bamford, supervisor ol 
fire prevention services^ at Li- 
berty Mutual. - .> 
Mr. .Bemford developed the 
device through a scries of fi re- 
lighting tests ar liberty's re- 
search center In Hopkinton, 
Mass. 

Hc'sald that a projectile of 
this type could be fired by al- 
ready-developed military ord- 
nance. . Launching equipment 
could be portable, mounted on 
trucks or on aerial baskets, he 
sa id: 

"It Is even conceivable," he 
sold, "that a very large con- 
tainer could be suspended bv 
cahlc of suitable length from i 
helicopter and lowcre'd into the 
fire." ' . ... 

For more conventional pur- 
poses, the type of projectile 



.. Ji liberty Mutual hopes 
could be adopted by a manufact- 
uring firm 'for mass production 
is a plastic "bomb" containing 
any of several chemical extin- 
guishing agents and equipped 
with a detonating device. 

When the bomb bits., a small 
explosion rains the fire-dousing 
chcrnlcols over an area; giving 
firemen access to quickly move 
in with more conventional equip- 
ment. 

"The Idea Is not to put the 
fire out entirely," Mr. Bamford 
said. "Our point Is to knock it 
down sufficiently far firefighters

For test purposes at the Cen- 
tral Massachusetts Fire Train- 
ing Academy, Framingham, 
Mass., gasoline and aviation 
fuel were sloshed Inside- one of 
the buildings.
